END ISSUE OVER BERLIN 
BY UNITING DIVIDED CITY

GENEVA (AP)—With secret Big Four talks on Germany 


scheduled to start Friday, U. S. Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter urged Russia today to negotiate a Berlin settlement 
•which would unite that divided city under its own constitution 
pending German unification. 


A spokesman for Communist East Germany's delegation de- 


clared at once that discussions of German 'questions by the Big 
Four could only be held when East and West German repre- 
sentatives were present.

10-year-agreement for Big Four 
control of divided Berlin. The idea 
is to adapt it to serve as a basis 
for a new accord. 


East German officials, clearly 


with Soviet consent, are circulat- 
ing informally a plan for a new 
Berlin deal that calls for Western 
recognition' of the East German 
regime's authority, in and around 
parts of%ie city. 


Informants stressed the Western 


powers have yet to agree on pre- 
cise proposals to offer the Soviets. 
A lot depends on the readiness 
the Soviets show for negotiating 
a workable and acceptable deal. 
Publicly the West still stands on 
its call for free elections to unite 
West and East Berlin just as the 
Soviets officially still demand thai 
West Berlin be made a demilitar- 
ized city unprotected by Western 
garrisons. 


Present thinking — as outlined 


by W e s t e r n and Gommunisl 
sources—suggests that West and 
East may be able to meet on a 
number of points. 


Some examples: 
Control of access routes — The 


West reluctantly would recognize 
the East Germans as Soviet agents 
along the air, land and water 
lanes to Berlin. But the U.S.S.R. 
would have to guarantee the West- 
ern rights of access. The Commu- 
nists don't like the "agents" idea.

Lawrence today endorsed a new 
House Ways and Means Commit- 
tee plan restoring the 50-cent ex- 
emption from the 3% per cent 
sales tax on restaurant meals. 


"We felt extension of the ta,\ 


down to meals costing more than 
10 cents was hitting a lot of peo- 
ple in the lower income brack- 
ets," Lawrence told his weekly 
news conference. 


He said putting the exemption 


back at 50 cents, would cost the 
commonwealth 14 million dollars 
a biennium in lost revenue. 


However, he said the lost reve- 


nue could be made up by "any 
number of bills" now before the 
House. 


"If the Legislature passes the 


rest of my tax program, we'll be 
all right," he added. 


The governor said extension ol 


the tax down to meals costing 
more than 10 cents was "one pan 
of (the tax) program I was no' 
too enthusiastic about." 


"I think- if we pass the rest of 


the program we can make it up,' 
he added. 


The existing 10-cent exemption 


on restaurant meals became ef- 
fective April 15 under the new 163- 
million-dollar sales tax law. 


"The present law has been 


found to be a nuisance," sale 
Ways and Means Chairman Rob- 
ert Wheeler Jr. (D —Fayette). 
"There were objections that school 
children are being taxed when 
they buy a sundae or some small 
purchase like that." 


Wheeler disclosed that the com- 


mittee decided Monday night to 
close a loophole in the sales tax 
law dealing with drive-in restau- 
rants. Some drive-ins have not 
been collecting the tax on the 
•claim.- that- their"service' Involved 
take-out food. Under "an amend- 
ment, (these meals would be con- 
sidered taxable. 


The surprise committee' action 


in cutting revenue was reported- 
ly done on the basis of beating 
Senate Republicans to the punch 
on similar legislation. The com- 
mittee is controlled by Demo - 
crats. 


Rep. Albert W. Johnson, House 


Republican floor leader, called a 
party caucus for late in the day to 
lay down policy on a Democratic 
plan to push for a vote Wednes- 
day on extending the sales tax to 
beer and liquor. 


Lawrence gave a special 1,000- 


word message to the Legislature 
Monday night. He said the state 
would start losing $318,000 a day 
in potential tax revenue starting 
June 1 if there is no action on the 
fiscal problem. 


Other legislative developments: 
Horse racing—The House Mon- 


day night defeated, 68-120,\a move 
to hold a referendum in the 1961 
primary election on the question 
of legalizing parimutuel betting on 
horse races in Pennsylvania. 


Migrant labor—The GOP-control- 


led Senate defeated a Democratic 
motion to return to committee for 
public hearings legislation trans- 
ferring migrant labor problems 
from the Labor and Industry De- 
partment to the Agriculture De- 
partment. 


Real estate transfer tax — A 


House-Senate conference commit- 
tee reached a compromise on a 
plan 4o exempt houses traded for 
new dwellings from the 1 per cent 
real estate transfer tax.

the recall election which sprang 
from an uprising of a group of 
citizens over the firing of 44 
teachers. 


All three of them were defeat- 


ed, including the board's president 
Ed I. McKinley who was ousted by 
a vote of 13,347 to 11,855. 


At tKe same time the three mod- 


erates, who said they prefer some 
integration to no schools, won a 
vote of confidence by retaining 
their seats. 


It is now up to the Pulaski 


County Board of Education to fill 
the vacancies. The board's five 
members, all political unknowns 
here, have kept their own counsel 
as to their plans. 


Faubus twice went on television 


in the closing days of the bitter 
campaign to plead for retention 
of the segregationists. He called 
the controversy over firing of the 
teachers a smokescreen for inte- 
gration. 


The governor urged the ouster 


of the three moderate members. 
Their supporters had started the 
recall movement. The moderates 
walked out of a board meeting 
May 5 when the segregationists 
began Iheir teacher purge. 


Two days later a group of bus- 


iness and professional men organ- 
ized a movement to stop the teach- 
er purge. They pledged them- 
selves to recall the three segrega- 
tionist*.

Reuther, in Detroit, was silent. 


An official UAW spokesman said 
Reuther would not dignify what he 
called Hoffa's 
"absurd allega- 


tions" with a reply. 


However, the union spokesman, 


Frank Winn, director of UAW 
public relations, went'on to carry 
the lance for his boss against the 
Teamsters' chieftain. 


In recent years the two Detroit 


presidents of the powerful labor 
unions have made it clear there 
was little love lost between them. 


Hoffa made his remarks to la- 


bor reporter Dick Lamere of the 
Boston Traveler. 


Asked his reaction to Reuther's 


recent statement that Hoffa thinks 
"with his muscles," the Teams- 
ters leader said: "Walter Reuther 
had no brains, no guts and hid out 
in an office during the picket line 
battles in Detroit in the 30s. 


"Then he capitalized on the 


sweat and blood of the picket* 
who did the job in setting up the 
CIO union."

Rescuers Cited 
For Hero Medals 


PITTSBURGH (AP)—Some 379 


miners, mine officials, doctors and 
other persons involved in rescue 
work in the Oct. 23, 1953, mine 
disaster at Springhill, Nova Sco- 
tia, have been cited for heroism 
by the Carnegie Hero Fund'Com- 
mission. 


The rescuers were singled out 


Monday for a special gold medal 
citation. The mass award was 
only the secon such award in the 
commission's 55-year history. 


The other mass award was to 


the heroes of the liner Titanic 
sinking In 1912. 


This latest special award cited 


"officials and workmen of the 
Dominion Steel and Coal Corp., 
Ltd., 
and local doctors who risked 


their lives," working eight days 
to rescue the men trapped by an 
earth 
movement deep 
under- 


ground at the mine. Seventy-four 
were brought up from the mine 
dead, one man died later and 99 
men were saved. 


The Titanic medal Is similarly 


mounted and exhibited in the U. 
S. National* Museum in Washing- 
ton. 
This medal recognizes "the 


sublime self-sacrifice displayed by 
passengers, officers and crew." 


The coinmission* was established 


by the late steel tycoon Andrew 
Carnegie In 1904 with a gift of 
U. S. Steel Corp. bonds then val- 
ued at five million dollars.

I even suspect that many mar-

At an avant garde art gallery 


or precious off-Broadway play, I 
have seen as many slavish clods 
worshiping what is new and duV 
ferent and therefore tasteful as 
I've seen in a suburban hardware 
store. I've heard as little inde- 
pendent thinking in the city as in 
a suburban town meeting or PTA 
session. 


I have sat in city apartments 


with men of learning, of science 
and medicine, and heard the 
wives complain about the diaper 
service and the men complain 
about the taxes and how they 
wish they had more time to 
"keep up with the literature, 
which means the stock market 
pages. 


Bohemians can get lost easier 


in a big city. But we suburbanites 
have our eccentrics and beatniks 
and bums and frustrated artists 
and rummies and neurotics and 
I just don't see where we have 
anything to be ashamed of com- 
pared to city people.

ALLEN MOORE GIBSON 


It has been said that a man who effectively 


combines public and political service and blends 
it with his own career for the common good is a 
fine citizen. Such a man was Allen Moore Gibson, 
representative in the Assembly from Warren 
county since 1944. 


Born in Kane, September 25, 1898, and raised 


in Sheffield, where he attended the public schools, 
Mr. Gibson had excellent training and back- 
ground for the important public offices he had 
held, as school director, County Treasurer and 
Assemblyman for 
fifteen 
years. After 
his 


High School days he attended 
Pennsylvania 


State College and later the University of Pitts- 
burgh. His practical training included employ- 
ment both in the Texas oil fields, and the 
Tionesta Valley Railroad where his father had 
been superintendent for three decades. He later 
became secretary and manager of the Home 
Telephone Company at Sheffield, and had been 
engaged in the oil producing business. Prior to 
being elected Treasurer of Warren county, he 
had served long and faithfully as school direc- 
tor and secretary of the board of Education in 
Sheffield township. 


Politically Mr. Gibson had for a quarter of 


a century been a guiding inspiration to the War- 
ren County Republican Committee, becoming 
chairman of the organization upon the retire- 
ment of the late Jesse G. Smith some years ago. 
His ability In the political field was early 
recognized at Harrisburg where he has been 
for many years, Assistant Floor Leader in the 
House. His unexpected passing at this time 
creates a vacancy in County Committee as well 
as in the House that will be difficult to fill. 


The career of Allen Gibson typifies that of 


public spirited men who are willing to give gen- 
erously of their abilities to civic affairs while at 
the same time recording progress and achieve- 
ment in their business life. It would be diffi- 
cult, in this brief space, to list all contributions 
Mr. Gibson has made for the betterment of his 
community and state, such as the Red Cross, 
Civil Defense, Community Chest and other acti- 
vities that are fostered and administered by vol- 
unteers such as the assemblyman for the better- 
ment of all.

ant day on the calendar of Secre- 
-tary of State John Foster Dulles.

It was to have been the cold 


war's day of crisis and showdown 
'with the Soviet Union over Berlin. 
"But there is no crisis. 


Instead, it will be the day of 


Dulles' funeral with his old-time 
antagonist and opposite number, 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, flying the ocean to pay 
his last respects to hrni. 


Last Nov. 27 Premier Nikita 


-Khrushchev gave the Western Big 
-Three — the United States, Brit- 
,'_ain and France — six months to 
get their troops out of West Berlin 
or face a showdown. That placed 
the six months' deadline at May 
27. 


It meant a new crisis, but only 


the latest of many, for Dulles who 
was still the busy, bustling and 
seemingly indestructible secretary 
of state. He had no reason then 
to suspect May 27 would be his 
own personal deadline. 


On the contrary, he immediately 


began a long, diplomatic battle 
against the Soviet demand to 
"free" 
Berlin. He was 
firm 


against abandoning the West Ber- 
liners but he was not defiant. This 
time he thought it better not to 
be. 


Rather he was conciliatory. He 


made tremendous efforts to line 
up the West for a stand agains 
the Soviet pressure. 


Eventually, he proposed tha 


the West and the Soviet Union talk 
things over. Out of this proposa 
came the present talks in Geneva 
between the Western foreign min 
isters and Gromyko, to find a 
peaceful solution to the Berlin 
dispute. 


Dulles helped shape those talk 


and plan them. They began thre 


- weeks ago. They have accom 
plished absolutely nothing excep 
to get over the May 27 deadline 
without crisis. 


They may go on for weeks. In

time Is that government recovery of. excessive profits from its 
defense contract suppliers during the past six.years is expected 
to. reach 'the two-billion-dollar mark by June 30. 


These savings have been made through Renegotiation Act pro- 


ceedings.-As of June 30, 1958, government-determined excessive 
profits recovered in the previous five years were 723 million dollars. 
Voluntary refunds and price reductions made by contractors whose 
consciences, may have bothered them were 818 million dollars more. 


The total of 1.5 billion dollars recovered in 3,202 cases is expected
